SEATTLE, Oct. 18 (AP)—A Gov- 
ernment vessel carried out the res- 
cue of 17 seamen in stormy 
weather last night after they 
abandoned their burning wooden 
schooner.

to its home port of San Francisco. 
Arrival there was expected Thurs- 


y. 

The dramatic rescue a few hours 
after nightfall 140 miles west of 
Grays Harbor, Wash., was carried 
out in heavy seas kicked up by a 
25-knot wind. Coast Guard search 
Planes that had been circling over- 
head throughout the day guided 
the Douglas to the scene. 

Ten of the men in one of the 
open lifeboats had managed to 
keep afloat without difficulty. 
They were the first ones spotted 
by the Douglas. An hour later, 
after the second boat had sent up 
direction flares, the seven remain- 
ing survivors were pulled from 


their foundering craft. 


The schooner sent out its first 
S O S early yesterday. It was 
afire in the engine room and the 
flames quickly spread to the gen- 
eral cargo in the holds and lumber 
above decks, forcing the men to 
abandon ship. The fire raged for 
eight hours before the vessel rolled 
over and sank, 

The Salina Cruz met disaster one 
day out of Vancouver, B.C., bound 
for Honolulu with a general cargo. 
Though of Panamanian registry, it 
was owned by the Seven Seas 
Trading & Shipping Co., of Los 
Angeles and Anthony C. Stralla. 

Stralla, also known as Tony Cor- 
nero, formerly operated two gam- 
bling ships off the southern Cali- 
fornia coast.

The 40-day-old Missouri Pacific 
Railroad strike may be _ settled 
late today or tomorrow. If agree- 
ment is reached today on a method 
of disposing of about 12 union 
claims which cculd not be settled, 
the railroad may resume partial 
service Saturday, or possibly Fri- 
day. 

Officers of the four brother- 
hoods that have conducted the 
strike since Sept. 9 met for almost 
four hours today at the York 
Hotel to review the disposition of 
each of the 282 claims that have 
been negotiated with the rail- 
road. 

At a meeting this afternoon with 
officers of the railroad, the union 
leaders compared notes to make 
certain that all had the same un- 
derstanding about each Case. 

Locomotive inspectors were ex- 
pected to be ordered back to work 
tomorrow by the unions. “To com- 
plete the job of inspecting the lo- 
comotives requires about three 
days,” Guy A. Thompson, trustee 
of the railroad, said. “However, 
there could be some operation be- 
fore all the locomotives are in- 
spected. It would not be neces- 
sary, as far as we are concerned, 
to wait until every engine is in- 
spected.” 

Thompson reported “very slow 
progress” at negotiation meetings 
yesterday, which were held in the 
morning, afternoon and night, end- 
ing about 9:15 o’clock. 

About 25 claims were disposed of 
yesterday. Davidson said: “The 
situation looks very good, We've 
been through all 282 cases, dis- 
cussed every one and only a few 
are undecided. If we get the final 
cases behind us, it shouldn’t be 
long before the strike is over, This 
afternoon we'll decide on how to 
dispose ‘of the remaining cases. 
We're very well satisfied with the 
settlement so far.” 

Five thousand Missouri Pacific 
engineers, trainmen, conductors 
and firemen have been idle since 
the strike began. Twenty thou- 
sand non-operating employes of 
the railroad were laid off when 


the strike began.

BRAWN TO BUILD 
HOMES FOR $6500 
Each Man Works 72 Hours 


Every 4 Weeks Until 25 
Units Are Completed. 


KEARNY, wN.J., Oct. 18 (AP)— 


A group of young men who fought 
in the last war are showing other 
veterans how to get good homes 
at low cost—by using brains and 
brawn. 

In their co-operative project on 
South Midland avenue, nine houses 
are up and there will be 15 more 
when the job is done. 

Each has five rooms, a tiled 
The 
cost of construction averages 
$6500 for each house. The veter- 
ans are building them in their 
spare time. 

Here’s the way it works: 

Twenty-five veterans got togeth- 
er and each put up $400. Part of 
this money was used to buy a 
piece ground big enough for 24 
lots each 50 feet wide in a good 
neighborhood. 

A mortgage was secured on the 
ground and with the mortgage 
money plus the remaining cash, 
materials were bought to start the 
first house. 

All 25 veterans worked on it 
from foundation to finish. When 
the house was completed it was 
mortgaged for its cost, about half, 
real estate men say, of the market 
value. 

The money raised on this mort- 
gage was used to buy materials to 
start two more houses. This proc- 
ess continues until all 24 homes 
are built. One is a two-family 
house, the others single. - 

All 25 veterans must put in 72 
hours work in every four-week 
period until the last of the 24 
houses is finished.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (UP)— 
House and Senate conferees 
agreed today on a compromise 
farm bill that delays for four 


i} years full impact of the shift to 


flexible price supports for basic 


crops. 
The compromise provides for 


continuing present supports for 
basic crops at 90 per cent of par- 
ity for one year, then from 80 to 
90 per cent for another year, and 


then putting them under the Sen- 
ate-approved flexible program 


ranging from 75 to 90 per cent for 
two more vears with alternate 
methods of figuring “parity.” 

Parity prices are what a farmer 
should receive in order for him 
to enjoy a purchasing power equal 
to that received in a base period. 

The agreement was announced 
by Senator Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, and Representative Cooley 
(Dem.), North Carolina, the top 
conferees, after a session that cli- 
Maxed five days of deadlocked 
negotiations. 


Later Democratic Leader Mc 
Cormack announced in_ the 
House the business of this ses- 
sion of Congress will be com- 
pleted when the Senate and 
House vote on the compromise 
farm bill. 

A cheer went up when he 
said: “I think I can say in com- 
plete confidence that Congress 
will adjourn tomorrow.” 


The six basic crops,which the 
main part of the bill will affect 
are corn, cotton, wheat, rice, to- 
bacco, and peanuts. 

The other main part of the com- 
Promise provides that for four 
years—through 1953—farmers will 
be paid support prices according 
to the parity formula which brings 
them the most. 

The House wanted to keep the 
present parity formula, based on 
1909-14 prices. The Senate wanted 
immediately to put parity on a 
“modernized” 10-year sliding base, 
with allowances for increased la- 
bor costs. 

After 1953 the old formula would 
be dead. 

The conferees restored mohair to 
the list of non-basic commodities 
to be supported at from 75 to 90 
per cent of parity. The Senate had 
eliminated it. 

Lucas’s Comment. 

Senate Democratic Leader Lucas 
of Illinois, in reply to a question, 
said, “I certainly think (Mr. Tru- 
man) will sign this bill.” : 

Both sides greeted the compro- 
mise as the best thing that could 
be worked out. Lucas said, “I 
don’t like the two formulas” for 
computing parity “but all legisla- 
tion is a compromise.” He'added, 
“We believe we have prepared a 
pretty fair.farm bill and we at 
least for the moment have perma- 
nent farm legislation.” 

Senator George D. Aiken (Rep.), 
Vermont, main author of the act 
which would have gone into effect 
Jan. 1, said the bill “puts perish- 
ables much nearer their proper 
relation to basic crops.” 

All but one of the 14 conferees 
—Senator Edward J. Thye (Rep.), 
Minnesota—agreed to sign the con- 
ference report. Thye was absent 
but was expected to approve. 

The Senate postponed consider- 
ation of the basing point pricing 
bill until next Jan. 20. The move 
was regarded as another step to- 
ward adjournment. The postpone- 
ment was ordered by voice vote on 
the motion of Senator Douglas 
(Dem.), Illinois, an opponent of 
the legislation. 

By voice vote the House ap- 
proved legislation providing Gov- 
ernment loans for a vast expan- 
sion of rural telephone service. 
Quick Senate approval is expected. 

The loans would be made to 
co-operatives, and to private tele- 
phone companies for extension and 
improvements. As in the case of 
the Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration, the loans would be for 
30 years at 2 per cent interest. 
No limit is made on the amount 
of loans. That would depend upon 
appropriations made by Congress 
for the purpose each year. 

The Senate completed congres- 
sional action on two bills to in- 
crease the salaries of postal and 
civil service employes by nearly 
$250,000,000 a year. The civil serv- 
ice pay bill gave nearly 900,000 
employes an average pay rise of 
$140 a year at a total cost of 
about $130,000,000. 

More than 400,000 postal em- 
ployes will bring the total cost of 
the measure to more than $110,- 
000,000. Both bills now go to 
President Truman for approval.

MAYOR WORRIED 
OVER CITY BILLS 
IN LEGISLATURE 


Points Out That Gov. 
Smith Voiced Optimism 
Only on Measures He 
Had Recommended. 


Mayor Joseph M. Darst ex- 
pressed concern yesterday as to 
the possibility of three important 
measures introduced in the State 
Legislature by the city adminis- 
tration being “overlooked” by the 
legislators at their current seés- 
sion. 

What gave rise to his concern, 
he said, was Gov. Forrest Smith’s 
optimistic expression of confi- 
dence, contained in his weekly let- 
ter to rural newspapers, that when 
the Legislature winds up this ses- 
sion “they will have adopted most 
of the needed legislation I recom- 
mended in my inaugural mes- 
sage.” 

Commenting upon the Gover- 
nor’s statement, Darst pointed out 
it referred only to measures “rec- 
ommended by Smith,” adding that 
the city “has some important leg- 
islation pending, too.” 

The measures to which the Mayor 
referred include the bill to extend 
the city’s authority to levy the 
city earnings tax of one-half of 1 
per cent on the gross incomes of 
individuals and net incomes of 
corporations until Dec. 31, 1952. 
The enabling act under which the 
city levies the tax now will expire 
next June 30. 

The other two bills are one that 
would give control over bus and 
streetcar fares to the city and 
one that would permit the city to 
condemn land for use in establish- 
ing off-street parking facilities. 

“T hadn’t thought these bills 
were in critical position,’ Darst 
said, “but the Governor’s state- 
ment gives rise to concern. “All 
three measures are in committee. 

A group of city officials, includ- 
ing City Counselor James E. 
Crowe, Director of Public Utilities 
Conway Briscoe and Director of 
Streets ‘and Sewers Frank Kriz, 
will go to Jefferson City this af- 
ternoon to appear at a public 
hearing at 8 p.m. before the House 
Transportation Committee on the 
measure that would vest control 
over city bus and streetcar fares 
in city officials.

Both Chambers Approve

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
A compromise $15,585,863,498 mili- 


tary appropriation bill financing 
a 58-group Air Force went to the 
White House today after being 
passed by the House and then by 
the Senate by voice votes. 
Passage of «the big money Dill 
helped clear the way for final 
adjournment of this session of 
Congress. Congressional leaders 
now hope to get away tomorrow, 
The bill had been bottled up be- 
cause the Senate and the House 
could not agree on Air Force 
funds. The House insisted on a 


58-group Air Force, The Senate 
wanted 48, as did President Tru- 
man. The House won. The dif- 
ference is about $740,000,000, 


Partial Senate Victory. 

The Senate chalked up a par- 
tial victory by getting the House 
to agree to a cutback of $100,000,- 
000 in the stockpiling of defense 
materials. The Senate had want- 
ed a $275,000,000 cutback but the 
House voted solidly against any 
cut. The House gave in on the 
$100,000,000 figure. 

In this and two other bills, Con- 
gress mirrored its deep distrust of 
Communist Russia by planning to 
spent more than 17 billion dollars 
for military defenses at home and 
across the seas.

By JOSEPH DRISCOLL 
National Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 — W. 
Stuart Symington of St. Louis, 
Secretary of the Air Force, denied 
today at a congressional inquiry 
that the Air Force is “putting all 
its eggs in one basket” by over- 
emphasizing strategic bombing 
through the purchase of too many 
B-36 “intercontinental” atomic 

bombers. 

Symington disclosed that the 
Air Force plans to have four B-36 
bomber groups, totaling 120 planes, 
plus 39 reserve planes to preserve 
unit equipment strength — or a 
grand total of 159 of the six- 
engine bombers. 

Symington said this meant a 
maximum of 8 per cent of all 
groups would be equipped with 
B-36 bombers. The Air Force con- 
tracts for B-36s have been roughly 
totaled at a billion dollars, 

Gives Percentage Cost. 

True, he said, the B-36 costs 
more than most planes, but those 
it is planned to buy this year and 
over the next two will take only 
16.3 per cent of the money for all 
Air Force planes. 

All the B-36s bought since the 
original contract for 100 was 
placed, he said, represent less than 
1% per cent of the defense budget 
for the fiscal years 1949, 1950 and 
1951. 

Symington testified for the sec- 
ond time before the House Armed 
Services Committee inquiry into 
the advantages and disadvantages 
of the B-36 and the way the Navy 
is faring under the law “unifying” 
the armed services. He denounced 
as “ridiculous” the Navy’s argu- 
ment that the Air Force was “put- 
ting all its eggs in one basket.” 
He asserted the Navy’s description 
of the B-36 as a “billion-dollar 
blunder” was “loose talk.” 

Actually, Symington contended, 
the B-36 is a good investment as 
the “surest way to deliver the 
atomic bomb or any other type 
bomb, against any aggressor, and 
from our own shores.” 

It is not true, Symington said, 
that the “Air Force favors mass 
atomic bombing of civilians.” 

“It is inevitable that attacks 
on industrial targets will kill 
civilians,” he conceded. “That is 
not an exclusive characteristic of 
the atomic bomb, but is an un- 
avoidable result of modern total 
warfare. 

“Many millions of civilians were 
killed in Russia (in the last war), 
although no atomic offensive was 
ever launched against Russia.” 

Symington accused his Navy 
critics of letting possible enemies 
know “how this country would be 
defended.” 

New Anonymous Document, 

He hinted, too, that the Navy 


has circulated a second anonymous 


document. He said one is in circu- 
lation that attempts to rip apart 
strategic bombing and is “far more 
dangerous than the first.” 

The first anonymous document 
which figured in the Navy-Air 
Force row was circulated on Capi- 
tol Hill last summer. It suggested 
that the B-36 procurement pro- 
gram was surrounded by irregu- 
larities and instances of political 
pull. 

It touched off an investigation 
by the House committee. Finally, 
Cedric Worth, then a Navy De- 
partment official, admitted he 
wrote it. 

The Navy suspended Worth 
from his job as aid to the Under 
Secretary of the Navy. Later he 
resigned.

S. Smith of Middle Water, a small 
railroad community near here, 
sauntered into his home yesterday 
afternoon and said a man he be- 
lieved to be Hawkins had asked 
him for matches. 

Mrs. Smith looked outsjde and 
recognized Hawkins from pictures 
she had seen in the newspapers. 
She gave some matches to her 
son and, while he calmly delivered 
them, she called the sheriff's of- 
fice. 

When eight deputies arrived, the 
boy pointed to a clump of trees 
where Hawkins was hiding. He 
gave up quietly. One of the dep- 
uties removed an automatic pistol 
from the waistband of his trous- 
ers. 

The search for Hawkins had 
been centered in this area since 
Saturday when a woman who 
knew him reported seeing him. 

Texas Rangers, who questioned 
Hawkins, quoted him as saying 
the shooting of Clark was an ac- 
cident. They said he agreed to 
sign a waiver of extradition and 
would go back to Jerseyville to 
“explain Clark’s death the best he 
could.” 

District Attorney Floyd H. Rich- 
-ards of Dalhart said he had ar- 
gued with State’s Attorney Alvin 
H. Petitt of Jerseyville to release 
Hawkins for trial on the murder 
charge and, in turn, Petitt agreed 
to return him to Moore county, 
Texas, for trial on an armed rob- 
bery charge if he isn’t given a 
heavy enough penalty on the mur- 
der charge.

Reminded of Remark. 


Committee*Chairman Carl Vin- 
son of Georgia subjected Syming- 
ton to sharp cross-examination. 
The secretary, now enthusiastic 
about the B-36, was reminded that 
he had been quoted by a Congress- 
man as saying more than a year 
ago that the B-36 was “obsolete,” 
Symington admitted that as of 
May 1948 the Air Force was “not 
particularly happy” about the B-36. 

Representative Dewey Short 
(Rep.), Missouri, congratulated 
Symington for not indorsing “mass 
Massacre or an indiscriminate 
bombing of civilian populations, 
although we did have that in the 
last war.” 


Symington replied that he had 
two sons in the last war, and ex- 
pected them to go back in the 
next war, and that he would not 
be “too nice” about the methods 
of winning a war, but would leave 
that up to the “military people.” 

“Even when it comes to the 
necessity of dropping the atomic 
bomb?” Short asked. 


“T would rather not commit my- 
self as subscribing to any policy 
which the military people felt 
would lose American lives, or con- 
tribute to losing the war,” Syming- 
ton replied. 


Refuses Answer to Question. 


He was asked to tell exactly 
how many B-36s are on hand as of 
today. Like other witnesses, he 
declined on the ground of security. 

He did say the B-36 was more 
important now that it had been 
disclosed that Russia was “three 
years ahead of any time-table” in 
developing its own atomic bomb. 

Symington said the Navy’s at- 
tacks on the B-36 were not new— 
that every time appropriations for 
the rival services come up for dis- 
cussion before Congress “vee get 
belted around as buying a dead 
duck.” 

Symington accused Fleet Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz of touching off 
gome of the present intra-service 
bitterness by suggesting the Navy 
should prepare to bomb the 
“heart-land of Russia.” 

He said this country could af- 
ford only one strategic air, force, 
and he implied that any bombing 
of Russia should be left not to the 
Navy but the Air Force. 

Reminded that the first bomb- 
ing of Japan had been. accom- 

lished under Navy control, Sym- 
ngton expressed surprise. Later, 
it was explained the reference was 
to James H. Doolittle’s Air Force 
flyers who took off from .a Navy 
carrier in the North Pacific. 

Symington said he was not op- 
posed to carriers. Building of car- 
riers, he said, was the Navy’s own 
business, just as building of B-36s 
wag the Air Force’s business— 
“subject to higher authority.” 

Concedes Vulnerability. 

The B-36 is not invulnerable, 
but “quite the reserve,” Symington 
conceded as committee members 
continued to shoot questions at 
him.

Missouri Negro Interscholastic 
Athletic Association has voted 
unanimously to refuse to permit 
membership ‘in the Missouri State 
High School Activities Association 
by its member schools because of 
the racial restrictions in the mem- | 
bership now offered by the| 
M.S.H.S.A.A. 

While the state high school 
group has opened its membership 
to Negro schools, these institu- 
tions now are not eligible to par- 
ticipate in the M.S.H.S.A.A. track 
meet, state basketball tourney, 
state golf meet, or in any other 
state athletic event. Separate 
meets will be set up for them 
under an M.S.H.S.S.A.A. 

The Negro organization’s execu- 
tives approved a motion that 
would only permit its members to 
join the M.S.H.S.A.A. when they 
were offered full membership with 
all the rights and privileges af- 
forded other members. | 

Six Negro schools, all from the 
St. Louis area, recently bolted the 
M.N.1.A.A. and joined the M.8.H. 
S.A.A.. which now permits them 
to play white schools, all of which 
belong to the state group. The 
Negro schools that joined the 
M.S.H.S.A.A. are Sumner, Wash- 
ington Tech, Vashon, Webster 
Groves, St. Charles and Kinloch. 

Approximately 36 high schools 
of the M.N.I.A.A. have refused to 
affiliate with the M.S.H.S.A.A. be- 
cause of discrimination. 

Rules of the M.S.H.S.A.A. pre- 
vent its member schoools from 
playing non-members, which may 
cause the Negro institutions that 
bolted difficulty in arranging 
schedules. The M.S.H.S.A.A. re- 
cently issued a directive allowing 
the new Negro members to play 
any non-member schools that are 
on existing football schedules.

Bill Dinneen, who served as an 
American League umpire from 
1902 to 1938, insists he saw the two 
Negro players in action. 

Dinneen, born, bred and current- 
ly residing in Syracuse, said em- 
phatically: 

“Of course, those.two Negro 
boys—Higgins and Walker—played 
with Syracuse. I know because I 
saw them both. They wédte excep- 
tionally fine players, too, but the 
big leagues wouldn’t buy them be- 
cause they were colored. 

“Syracuse was in organized 
baseball at the time, and even 
though I was a youngster, I re- 
member those two boys were the 
stars of the team.” 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18 (UP)—Photographic, documentary and eye- 
witness evidence was unearthed today to prove that Negroes played 
in organized baseball as early as 1888.

divides the country into two Germanys. It is still possible but increas- 
ingly difficult for Germans to cross that line. 


Behind it are concentration 
camps, a Russian-sponsored Ger- 
man military police force, Soviet- 
style “people’s” organization to 
control the economy, an eastern 

n instead of a western 

of living, a multitude of 

propaganda slogans, suppression, 

fear, hunger, misery, and 18,000,000 

Germans who are isolated but not 

completely cut off from the Ger- 
mans in the west. 


In part because the eastern and 
western portions of Germany have 
organized separate governments 
with economic systems and with 
separate currencies, the iron cur- 

tain divides what are in effect 
two worlds. Agents of both 
the East and the West are at 
work in the two Germanys, giv- 
ing to the country an atmosphere 
of conspiracy which emphasizes 
the fact that the battle for Europe 
is being waged here. 
Combatting Communists. 

There is no extensive, well-organ- 
ized resistance movement in the 
eastern zone, but in varying w4ys, 
above ground and under-ground, 
the churches, the political parties, 
gome smaller groups and many in- 
dividuals are doing what they can 
to combat the Communists. 

The violently anti-Communist 
left-wing Social Democratic party 
has established at its headquarters 
in Hannover in the British zone a 

. bureau for eastern Germany which 
has extensive contacts in the east 
and collects as much information 
as possible about the Russian zone. 

Party couriers make frequent 
trips into the eastern zone and 
Berlin, lone western outpost in the 
Communist world. Friedrich Heine, 
a member of the party’s executive 
committee, reported that one such 
courier disappeared recently after 
going to eastern Berlin to talk to 
@ member of the German Eco- 
nomic Commission, predecessor of 
the new Russian-sponsored East 
German government. 

“We investigated, and found that 
the flat where the meeting took 

was covered with blood,” 
Spaetoents neniie, which appee- 
n w appar- 
ently had been used to administer 
a drug to make our man uncon- 
us. We know he was crippled 
and thrown into a concentration 
camp, but we haven’t been able 
to find out which one.” 

So many persons active in demo- 
cratic organizations are being kid- 
naped in the western sectors of 
Berlin and taken into the Russian 
sector of the city or the eastern 
zone that the Berlin city assembly 
has passed a special law to make 
possible more effective prosecution 
and stiffer penalties for anyone 
caught attempting an abduction. 
‘The law was passed after two lead- 
ers of a Socialist youth organiza- 
ton were kidnaped in the west- 
ern portion of the city, taken to 
eastern Berlin and sentenced to 
prison terms of two and one half 
years and one year. , 

Two Berlins. 

Usually there’is no interference 
with free movement’ through 
Berlin, shattered wreck of what 
used to be the capital of the most 
powerful state on the European 
continent. It is occupied jointly 
by the Allies and the Russians, 
with about two-thirds of its esti- 
mated population of 3,200,000 living 
in the western sectors. It has two 
currencies, two governments, two 
police forces and two sets of news- 
papers which print entirely differ- 
ent news. 

The city, a symbol of hope for 
future Germany unity to Germans, 
is a western showplace of major 
importance for the eastern zone, 
as well as a vital information cen- 
ter. Eastern zone Germans are 
able to get to Berlin without great 
difficulty, and because they see 
the well-stocked stores in the west- 
ern sectors, the east German gov- 
ernment has been forced to in- 
crease somewhat the amount of 
food and consumer goods available 
throughout the Russian-occupied 


area. 

Berlin is also a major economic 
liability to the west. The city is on 
the brink of financial disaster, and 
only the air lift, for which the 
Allies paid, kept the city on its 
feet last winter and spring. Its 
agricultural hinterland has been 
cut off, the customers of most of 
its industries have been lost to 
western German ‘firms, and its 
main reason for existence, its posi- 
tion as the capital of Germany, no 


longer exists. 

The unemployed in western Ber- 
lin total about 200,000, some 18 
per cent of the total labor force, 
and many more workers have only 
part-time jobs. Consumer goods

In sharp contrast to Berlin, in 
the western sectors of which, at 
least, living conditions for most 
persons approximate those in the 
western zones of Germany, the 
people of Leipzig, in the eastern 
zone, still have the gaunt, gray 
look which characterized all Ger- 
mans until the currency reform 
in 1948. 


This correspondent was permit- 
ted to go to Leipzig to attend a 
trade fair there a few weeks ago. 
Food there was scarce, clothing 
shabby and ragged. -Persons on 
the street appeared. short-tem- 
pered and irritable. Few in the 
Russian zone city were willing to 
talk to foreigners, even if only to 
give directions. 


East German Women. 


A large majority of the workers 
clearing rubble from bombed 
buildings were women, including 
old women and girls. It was ex- 
plained to this writer that in the 
“people’s state,” everyone must 
work in order to live. Almost no 
machinery and very few tools 
were available. The rubble was 
loaded by hand into small cars, 
the size of coal mine cars, on spur 
tracks laid on the streets, and at 
intervals a small loc~motive pulled 
away strings of loaded cars. 

While this writer watched, one 
of the loaded cars began to tip, 
threatening to crush an old 
woman, and a girl rushed to her 
side to help. Their combined ef- 
forts were just enough to right 
the car again. . 

Money in the Russian zone has 
little meaning. Prices are theo- 
retically controlled and goods are 
rationed, but in practice it is vir- 
tually impossible to purchase more 
than a bare minimum for survival 
at the controlled prices without 
at least joining one of the Com- 
munist-sponsored organizations— 
the Socialist Unity party, the po- 
lice, or youth, labor, women’s or 
farm organizations—which control 
the economy. The traffic police- 
men, also women, looked well-fed 
and well-dressed, for example. 


High Price Stores. 
Persons with enough money can 
buy without ration cards anything 
they wish—at prices at least five 
or six times higher than those in 
the west and some 10 times higher 
than controlled prices—in govern- 
ment-sponsored “HO” (trade or- 
ganization) stores, which are well- 
stocked with everything from 
eggs to roofing paper. 

Profits go into the pockets of 
the Russian control agency, the 
Soviet Military Administration, 
explained Ernst Guenther Bur- 
meister, the man who organized 
the stores as a means of siphoning 
off excess purchasing power. Bur- 
meister, who said the stores sell, 
in part, inferior goods at exorbi- 
tant prices, is now a political refu- 
gee from the east living in Ham- 
burg. 

In other steres with well-stocked 
show windows the day before the 
trade fair opened, there was either 
a card in the window announcing 
that the goods were for display 
only, or nothing in the stores 
themselves except workmen fev- 
erishly erecting sales counters. 
Stores on side streets had virtually 
nothing to sell. 

The city was well supplied with 
banners bearing such slogans as 
“Live in peace, don’t die for the 
dollar,” “we Germans do not want 
to be cannon fodder for the 
dreams of power of United States 
big capital” and “The Leipzig 
Fair is a symbol of the unity of 
Germany.” In a square opposite 
the main railroad station was a 
large cement statue of a young 
man and a young woman on top 
of a globe. Inscribed on its base 
was the legend, “Youth at the 
peak of the fight for national 
unity.” 

A Leipzig business man, who 
asked that his name not be used, 
was willing to discuss freely con- 
ditions in the eastern zone after 
he was shown a note of introduc- 
tion from a friend in Berlin. 

“We in Leipzig realize that 
eastern Germany is not a very 
important problem to you Amer- 
icans,” he said, “but our only hope 
is that America will apply very 
strong pressure and force Rus- 
sian withdrawal. An armed at- 
tack will not be necessary. Rus- 
sia lost the war, too, but you must 
make your move before Stalin

Apparently because the Commu- 
nists fear that east zone Germans 
in a popular election would vote 
against Communism, a new east 
German counterpart:-of the west 
German government was estab- 
lished recently by appointment, 
not by election. Its only claim to 
represent the people is based on 
the fact that Communist-dominat- 
ed organizations in the Soviet 
zone have passed resolutions de- 
manding that such a government 
be formed. 

Friedrich Heine, of the Social 
rDemocratic party, was not san- 
guine, however. He declined to 
attempt to estimate the strength 
of Communist support in the east- 
ern zone but said that Germans 
still tend to believe the printed 
word and to believe what an 
authority tells them, whether the 
source is Nazi, Communist or 
democratic. 

The Social Democrats’ eastern 
Germany bureau has reliable evi- 
dence that at least some mem- 
bers of the east German military 
“People’s Police” have fought 
with .the guerrillas in Greece, he 
said, and believes that in the 
neighborhood of 200,000 Germans 
are now in concentration or forced 
labor camps in Germany or 
farther east. Other sources have 
estimated the number of Germans 
in former Nazi concentration 
camps in the eastern zone of 
Germany alone at 47,000. 

In contrast to the Nazi methods 
of operating the camps, Heine 
said, there is some beating but 
far less torture purely for the 
sake of torture, and the camps, 
in keeping with the Russian be- 
lief that hard manual labor is 
salutary, are designed principally 
for work, not for punishment. 
Prisoners receive only a meager 
amount of food, however, he said. 
Germany’s atmosphere of con- 
spiracy is not confined to at- 
tempts to penetrate the East. Last 
June some 150 12-to-16-year-old 
members of the Communist Free 
German Youth organization 
crossed the border unannounced 
from the Russian zone into the 
British zone and marched, with 
trumpets, drums, banners and 
placards, to the village of Bergen 
in the state of Lower Saxony. 

Speaks for Unity. 

There one of the boys made a 
speech advocating the end of 
zonal boundaries and the with- 
drawal of occupation forces. Then 
the procession moved back to the 
border, where there were further 
speeches on German unity, and 
Singing and dancing around a 
camp fire. The spectacle attracted 
only about 40 or 50 curiosity- 
seekers from Bergen. 

Germans in the Soviet zone peri- 
Odically send to western zone Ger- 
mans invitations to Communist- 
sponsored gatherings of various 
sorts to “fight for a national 
front.” Some of these invitations 
take peculiar forms. 

Frankfurt’s burly Social Demo- 
cratic Mayor, Walther Kolb, 
who last summer bested 20 re- 
porters in an endurance floating 
contest in a swimming pool, was 
invited recently by the Mayor of 
Jena in the east zone, Johannes 
Herdegen, to compete with him 
in an endurance swimming contest 
for a prize of 1000 marks in the 
Jena “people’s swimming pool.” 

Kolb turned it down, replying 
in the best amateur tradition that 
he wouldn’t think of defiling sport 
for monetary considerations, and 
besides, he wouldn’t swim in the 
Russian zone under any condi- 
tions. 

Adding to the atmosphere of 
conspiracy in the west is the black 
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German iron curtain, anti-Russian forces are at work. 


market, a booming business. Tough 
young men approach Americans 
on the streets of German cities to 
offer to buy dollars or cigarettes, 
and smugglers are equally tough. 
In order to give German customs 
officials courage to chase smug- 
glers, the officials were issued pis- 
tols recently. Raids on camps 
housing displaced persons, who 
have been waiting in Germany 
for four years without being able 
to acquire a regular means of 
livelihood, have netted large 
amounts of valid and counterfeit 
currency, and stolen and smug- 
gled merchandise. 


In the political field, anonymous 
leaflets bearing Nazi ideas and 
swastikas are distributed periodi- 
cally, and such organizations as 
the recently-founded “Society of 
the Friends of Otto Strasser,” 
which is working to “prepare the 
ground” for the return of Strasser, 
a notorious Nazi, from Canada 
are in existence.

Leopold’s first complete expla- 
nation of the fateful day of May 
1940, was transmitted to me by 
Belgian Prime Minister Gaston 
Eyskens. Eyskens conferred with 
the King last weekend in Geneva 
about a Belgian plebiscite to de- 
termine whether Leopold shall re- 
turn to his throne. 

Points of Criticism. 

He went into exile at the end 
of the war after left-wing Bel- 
gians bitterly criticized him for 
surrendering the Belgian Army, 
for staying in Belgium during the 
Nazi occupation and for marrying 
a commoner in the occupation. 

The memorandum details mili- 
tary operations leading to the col- 
lapse of the Belgian front and 
tells the story of the last hours 
before the King ordered uncondi- 
tional surrender. 

Leopold’s surrender brought bit- 
ter protests at the time from then 
British Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill and French Premier 
Paul Reynaud. They said the 
King had acted without consulting 
his British and French allies, ex- 
posed the British flank and ig- 
nored the fate of British-French 
soldiers who had come to his aid. 

The King’s memorandum, how- 
ever, says that on the contrary it 
|was the British who failed to in- 
form the Belgian high command 
of their plans to leave the con- 
tinent by sea at Dunkerque. 

The Belgians, the King says, ad- 
vised the British and French as 
early as May 20—eight days be- 
fore the Belgian surrender—of the 
possibility they would have to 
capitulate. 

British Evécuation.

Sympathy for Business. 


None the less, Dr. Nourse has 
been one of the very few Govern- 
ment economists (as distinguished 
from members of the Truman Cab- 
inet and White House entourage) 
with marked sympathy for the 
business viewpoint toward Gov- 
ernment. He has generally fought 
a losing fight for this viewpoint. 
And there is a good deal of reason 
to believe that he decided to shake 
the dust of Government off his 
feet, when he was again defeated 
‘in last summer’s debate over next 
year’s budgetary policy. 

In brief, it is known that Dr. 
Nourse both advocated even 
deeper cuts in foreign and de- 
fense spending than those al- 
ready being made, and also sug- 
gested reductions of expenditure 
in the social welfare field. Since 
his proposals amounted to ad- 
vice to the President that he 
abandon his entife program, 
they were hardly likely to be re- 
ceived with enthusiasm.

I was hardly surprised at the convic- 
tion of the Communists, Indeed, I doubt 
if the decision surprised any observers 
except, perhaps, the Reds, who might 
have been confused by their own dia- 
lectics and double-talk. I scarcely can 
share the Post-Dispatch’s concern for 
the jury decision against the Commu- 
nists as a threat to our liberty. 

Having followed the trial for months 
in a number of publications and having 
attempted to do so with an open mind, I 
am convinced that the whole trial rep- 
resented democracy in action, with 
Judge Medina and a representative jury 
acting carefully and correctly within the 
framework of Anglo-Saxon jurispru- 
dence. 

Moreover, the essence of the decision 
is simply to take recognition in law, of 
something long apparent in fact;

leading an _ illegal, anti-democratic 
movement against our Government. Ac- 
cordingly, our democracy should have a 
legal right to protect itself. The present 
set of convictions is an exercise of such 
a right. 

Without evidencing any hysteria, the 
American people can rejoice that an im- 
mediate threat to our democracy has 
been neutralized. This removing of an 
air of legality from an illegal group 
(the Communist conspirators) should 
discourage further action by their lead- 
ers in seeking to overthrow our democ- 
Tracy. 

On the positive side, I hope it will also 
encourage activity and interest in gov- 
ernment by legal, legitimate groups and 
individuals, interested in preserving our 
democracy.

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A Point on Pensions 


It would be bad enough if the steel strike over 
pensions affected only the production of steel 
and the employment of steel workers. But al- 
ready the effects of the stoppage are being felt 
by industry generally. This is shown by the 
claims for unemployment compensation. : 

Last week was the second week of the steel 
shutdown. Jobless pay claims increased by 63,- 
000. This unemployment was known to be of 
the “secondary” variety, caused in plants which 
lacked steel and coal for operation. 

Director Goodwin of the Bureau of Employ- 
ment Security reported the national total of job- 
less pay claims to be 309,000, a figure represent- 
ing increases in applications in every state ex- 
cept Maine. Nineteen states said the steel strike 
was a cause of the increase. Such consequences 
can be expected to become much more serious 
if time runs on and there is no settlement. 

The Post-Dispatch said before the Big Steel 
executives and the steelworkers’ union came to 
the parting of the ways that the issue of how the 
pensions should be paid for was not worth a 
costly strike. We are even more of that opinion 
now. This question should have been settled 
around the conference table. ee 

The weight of the case, as it stands now, is 
against the steel companies. The President’s 
fact-finding board recommended against a 
fourth-round wage increase and the unions ac- 
cepted that recommendation. In fact, the union 
yielded on one point after another, as the fact- 
finders recommended. The one issue that re- 
mains is who is to pay for pensions—are they to 
be contributed to by the employes or are they to 
be non-contributory? 

The opposition of the companies to non- 
contributory pensipns is embarrassed by the fact 
that many of the executives who oppose such 
pensions for union members are themselves ben- 
eficiaries of pension plans te which they do not 
contribute. 

A further embarrassment to the steel com- 
panies is the fact that an increasing number of 
people regard the depreciation of workers as a 
responsibility of industry no less than the de- 
preciation of machines, Industrial production 
wears out men just as it wears out machinery. 
This point was well made in a letter to the Post- 
Dispatch by former Gov. Henry S. Caulfield. 

Expressing wonder that Benjamin Fairless of 


’ U. S. Steel should resist so firmly the idea of 


non-contributory pensions, Mr. Caulfield quoted 
the Steel Industry Board’s statement: 

Social insurance and pensions should be 
considered a part of normal business costs 
to take care of temporary and permanent 
depreciation in the human “machine” in 
much the same way as provision is made for 
depreciation and insurance of plant and 
machine. This obligation should be among 
the first charges on revenues. 

With this the former Missouri Governor con- 
cluded that the stand of the steel companies, 
“which presently threatens the nation’s pros- 
perity, is contrary to reason and against the 
trend of the times.” 

If Mr. Fairless and his fellow executives in 
the steel industry have a strong case for their 
stand, they have failed to make it before the 
public. In the end, steel pensions will be paid 
for by the users of steel, just as steel wages and 
salaries are now paid. Pensions, therefore, 


. should be established on the basis which will 


provide the most for the money. 

From this point of view, is not the contribu- 
tory pension the more expensive of the two 
alternatives? Under it, would not the employes 


have to pay federal income taxes—and probably © 


state taxes, too—on that part of their earnings 
which they contributed to the pension fund? On 
the other hand, would not this tax be legiti- 
mately avoided if the company directly contrib- 
uted the full amount to the pension fund? 
There are many intricacies and complications 
in the setting up of an actuarily sound pension 
plan. It does seem, however, that these are fair 
questions to ask with the steel shutdown in its 
third week. The industry ought to answer them. 
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Senator Dulles Swings Low 

Senator Dulles has made a statement in his 
campaign for election next month which is cer- 
tain to lower him in the estimation of many 
American citizens. As reported by Don Irwin 
in the New York Herald Tribune, the Repub- 
lican Senator told an audience at Geneseo State 
Teachers’ College that “people who don’t be- 
lieve in the things. we believe in” will go to 
the polls in a body in New York City to elect 
former Gov. Lehman over their present Sena- 
tor.. Then Mr. Dulles said: 

If you could see the kind of people in 
New York City making up this bloc that is 
-voting for my opponent—if you could see 
them with your own eyes, I know that you 
would be out, every iast man of you on 
election day. 

Senator Dulles did not specify in more detail 
how these people looked, but the obvious way 
to read such a statement to an upstate New 
York group is as a bid to prejudice. That is a 
strange doctrine to come from the former dele- 
gate to the UN, who presumably is at home with 
people of diverse races and political beliefs. 

It is all the more regrettable that Senator 
Dulles chose a building for the training of teach- 
ers as the place in which to deal in prejudice 


and snobbery. 
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Poor Path to Tolerance 
In New York, Justice G. DiGiovanni has 
thrown out a lawsuit seeking to have Dickens’ 
novel, “Oliver Twist,” and Shakespeare’s play, 
“Merchant of Venice,” barred from the public 


schools. The complainant, Murray B. Rosen- . 


berg, who sued as a taxpayer, argued that the 
two literary works engendered hatred of the 
Jews and were “anti-religious.” 

The suit is an example of hypersensitiveness 
that does the cause of racial tolerance more 
harm than good. If all literature were judged 
on the ground of hurt feelings to thin-skinned 
people, many masterpieces would have to be dis- 
carded. The character of Fagin in “Oliver 
Twist” is not a pretty one, but children who 
read books soon find that human villainy is not 
a trait of any one race. As for “Merchant of 
Venice,” it contains one of the finest arguments 
for tolerance. We refer, of course, to Shylock’s 
famous speech, reading in part as follows: 

I am a Jew. Hath not a Jew eyes? hath 
not a Jew hands, 


organs, dimensions, senses, 
affections, passions? fed with the same food, 
hurt with the same weapons, subject to the 


Many a child, after reading this passage, has 
cartied through life an indelible impression of 
the folly of racial prejudice, and of the fact that 
human beings, whether white, black or yellow, 
are fundamentally the same. Or, as Kipling put 
it, “The colonel’s lady and Judy O’Grady are sis- 
ters under the skin.” | 

Progress toward racial tolerance seems dis- 


( 
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tressingly slow at times, but it is not helped by 
people who, as it were, wear their sensibilities 
on their sleeves. To ask a court of law to cen- 
sor or suppress a literary work because it does 
not suit some minority’s point of view is an 
action that tends to increase rather than allay 
prejudice. . 
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“Friendly Eyes, Friendly Faces” 

It was not the flags, the ticker tape or the 
motorcycle escort which really impressed Jawa- 
harlal Nehru when he was welcomed to New 
York. What touched him, he said, was the crowd 
which looked at him “with friendly eyes and 
friendly faces.” In the same vein, he said he 
was “dazzled by the great wealth and prosperity 
of this country,” but that he was “attracted more 
by (its) freedom and championship of freedom.” 

His words thus bear out the judgment of Louis 
Fischer that Nehru is even more a man of heart 
than of brain. Oh, he has an active, precise 
mind, Cambridge-trained. He knows history, 
economics and politics. But for his leadership, 
India’s liberation might have been disastrous. 

“He is more English than Indian in his 
thoughts and make-up,” Gandhi once said of 
Nehru. But he added that “he is a humanitarian 
in the sense that he reacts to every wrong, no 
matter where perpetrated.” That is why today 
he is as much interested in the freedom of Indo- 
nesia as in the development of India. 

This is something for American politicians to 
remember while the Indian prime minister is a 
guest in the United States. Washington, natu- 
rally, wants India to be the great bastion of de- 
mocracy in Asia. To keep it so, Nehru will have 
to be convinced that the western powers are 
much more sincerely devoted to freedom—to the 
freedom of all people, not merely their own— 
than is the Soviet Union. That he is predisposed 
to believe this has often been demonstrated, 
most of all by his support of the decision to keep 
India tied to the British Commonwealth. 

He is, however, not a man to be impressed by 
words which are not backed up with actions. 
Thus, he brought representatives of Australia, 
New Zealand and all the Asiatic UN members to 
New Delhi to support ‘the Indonesian Republic. 
He is watching the Dutch in that quarter, and 
he is watching the attitude of other nations 
toward the Dutch. Unlike some men in Wash- 
ington, he is not one to turn his back on wrongs 
even though committed far from his own door. 

As for India, he probably wants nothing so 
much as food for its still hungry millions. Here 
is a chance to put American farm surpluses to 
good use. It is a chance which ought to be taken 
without tying too many bows of red tape. Intel- 
lectually, Nehru has long appreciated the United 
States. Here is a chance to win his heart, the 
heart which rules him even more than the head. 
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New Importance of Scott Base 

By degrees the St. Louis area is being given 
one of the most important military establish- 
ments in the country. Air Training Command 
headquarters has been moved to Scott Air 
Force Base, which will direct activities of 17 
other bases. To a metrop@litan area which was 
deprived of its traditional post at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, this is a comforting move. It also faces 
the community with new responsibilities. 

Scott personnel has been increased to 9500 
men. These deserve all the recreational facili- 
ties and friendly hospitality that our city can 
afford. Months ago, when Scott base authorities 
invited St. Louis to revive its USO, Mayor Darst 
formed a committee to consider the matter. In 
August, the Mayor pledged that there would be 
a USO. But nothing has been done. 

Now the St. Louis area is host to a major air 
force base. And where is the USO? 
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Victory in Greece 

After nearly three years in which the Greek 
rebel forces became the most annihilated army 
of modern times, according to Athens’ claims, 
the guerrillas have quit the civil war. This is 
now established. But the reasons for victory 
have as much to do with politics as with bay- 
onets, and politics may determine the future 
peace of Greece. 

In retrospect it is surprising that the Commu- 
nist-led guerrillas held out so long against the 
Greek Army, with its American equipment and 
advisers. Though often repulsed, the rebels 
again and again recruited soldiers among im- 
poverished Greeks who were dissatisfied with 
the monarchy and its profligate ruling caste. 
And whenever they were defeated, the rebels 
could retreat into Albania or Yugoslavia. 

Yugoslavia’s defection from the Cominform 
apparently closed the border to rehel escape. In 
hunting scapegoats for their defeat, the guer- 
rillas blame “the treason of the renegade Tito.” 
At the same time, there is no doubt but that the 
power and efficiency of the Greek Army in- 
creased under American remonstrances. So our 
policy of military containment of Communism 
can report a major success. 

Now the question is whether the triumph of 
arms can be turned to permanent construction 
of peace. This will require careful encourage- 
ment of Tito’s independence. Greece itself 
should be led toward political and economic re- 
forms which were so neglected in civil war. The 
rebels insist that they have only “lowered arms 
temporarily.” As long as the conditions that led 
to war remain, Greece will be in danger. 
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Good for the Bankers 


To the credit of the Missouri Bankers Associa- 
tion, it promptly condemned the “compromise” 
26.77 per cent interest rate on small loans. “The 
proposed rate,” says John R. Kirk, president of 
the Plaza Bank and the St. Louis member on the 
M.B.A.’s legislative committee, “would not be in 
the public interest, since it would not provide 
adequate protection for all classes of borrowers. 
The man who needs $10,000 can get the money 
at a low rate, but the fellow who has to have 
$100 right away would be left at the mercy of 
the money-lender.” 

One way the state’s bankers can keep legalized 
usury out of the law is to oppose usurious pro- 
posals in the Legislature, as the M.B.A. is doing 
here. The other and still more important way is 
for the banks themselves to serve small borrow- 
ers at fair rates. Some banks are now doing a 
brisk personal loan business at the legal 8 per 
cent but a rate this low obviously does not make 
credit available to some of the people ‘who need 
it most acutely. 

Therefore, after deciding to buck the loan 
lobby’s grab for 26.77 per cent, the M.B.A. would 
further serve the interests of bankers and bor- 
rowers by backing the House majority in its 

for a rate scale that tapers down from an 
18 per cent ceiling.

Perhaps 
that is the explanation. “He is more Eng- 
lish than Indian in his thoughts and make- 
up,” Gandhi continued. “And he is a hu- 
manitarian in the sense that he reacts to 
every wrong, no matter where perpetrated. 
Though, therefore, he is an ardent nation- 
alist, his nationalism is enriched by his fine 
internationalism. He has compelled India 
..,. to think not merely of her own freedom 
but of the freedom of all the exploited na- 
tions of the world.” 


Nehru is not merely the Prime Minister 
of an important country. He is an idealist 
whose sympathies encircle the oppressed 
of the globe. He is a remarkably tempes- 
tuous and_ sensitive 
man with infinite 
tenderness punctu- 
ated by gusts of 
temper. He has suf- 
fered much in life, 
much more than he 
confesses to others 
or even to himself, 
and more than his 
face reveals.

Brannan, who were at the Washington air- 
port to greet him, and others whom he 
meets here must speak to his heart, for 
though Nehru’s mind is keen and his pen 
sharp, he is, as a politician, chiefly. heart. 
In India, that is an asset. 


Two Nations Linked 


The President was particularly happy in 
his little welcoming speech to Nehru. On 
the eve of Columbus day, Truman recalled 
that America was discovered on a voyage 
to India, and he hoped Nehru’s visit too 
would be “in a sense a discovery of Amer- 
ica.” Nehru’s latest book is entitled “The 
Discovery of India.” Late in life he dis- 
covered the secret of his gwn country, and 
if he could now discover America, world 
democracy will have won a major victory. 


For India could be the anchor of freedom 
in Asia. It is the largest solvent stable 
democracy in the East. But around it swirl 
dangerous totalitarian -currents, and in it 
hundreds of millions, literally, live in ani- 
mal poverty. India’s future is uncertain 
partly as a result of these objective circum- 
stances and pagtly -because she has not 
quite made up her mind. 


Nehru too needs convincing. Like in- 
numerable European and Asian intellectu- 
als he has doubts about American democ- 
racy. Like innumerable intellectuals in the 
1920s and 1930s he had illusions about 
Soviet Russia which die harder in him than 
in most. 


I can only guess what is the purpose of 
Nehru’s visit. Our purpose should be to 
win his heart. He is Prime Minister and 
should be talked to and treated as such, 
but he is above all the militant anti-fascist 
of the °30s who remembers the sins of the 


 gppeasers and imperialists of the West. 
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China, Loyalist Spain and Czechoslovakia 
at Munich time were his passionate causes. 


Today his cause is Indonesia; it is some- 
thing which moves Indians as the Russian 
issue moves the majority of Americans. It 
is their touchstone of sincerity. I think 
Nehru’s discovery of America would be well 
on its way if we could prove to him that we 
will insist in deed on the independence of 
the Dutch East Indies. 


Aim of Self-Sufficiency 


Something else. Many Indians live in 
luxury in the midst of semi-starvation— 
even actual starvation of their people. A 
visitor to this country from India, and the 
returning American, cannot fully appreci- 
ate our might because he is so impressed 
by our plenty. Independent India is mak- 
ing valiant efforts to remove the backward- 
ness of centuries and become self-sufficient 
in food. Some successes have been 
achieved, but this is a task that will take 
more than two or three years. Meanwhile 
people die of hunger and of diseases bred 
by hunger. 

That is stamped on Nehru’s heart. He 
carries it with him every hour. He will 
wonder, no Indian can help wondering, 
whether sated America could not send 
India some of our surplus unsaleable 
wheat and other grains until the battle of 
bread and rice is won. The Indian peasant 
will bless America, the American farmer 
will benefit, and Secretary Brannan will 
have fewer headaches. 


Treaties, pacts, trade agreements interest 
a person like Nehru much less than demon- 
strations of living humanitarianism. We 
are a generous people, but India has seen 
none of it. Our foreign policy is increas- 
ingly far-sighted. But it has not touched 
India. Negative anti-Sovietism will have 
no appeal to Nehru. He is searching for a 
new world. Will he discover it in America? 
Are we the new world? 


Great Need for Sympathy 


The other day in your paper James Res- 
ton spoke of Nehru as a Marxist. I do not 
think he would say he is a Marzist. The 
last.time I saw Nehru in New Delhi, in 
August 1948,.he said that as he grew older 
he judged individuals more by their char- 
acter and integrity than by their isms. He 
added that Christ and Buddha appeal to 
him most. He will look for our virtues and 
judge us by them. 

His is a fateful sojourn. Asia is swaying 
in the wind of history.. Asia is more than 
half of humanity, more than a billion men, 
women and children. They live in per- 
petual torment. They want understanding 
and sympathy. Without these, material help 
will not avail. Any hint of inferiority, any 
seeming threat to their independence will 
be resented. We are dealing with people to 
whom the white man of the West has been 


Between Book Ends 


The Minor Nietzsche 


ORTEGA Y GASSET, EXISTENTIALIST: A CRITICAL 
STUDY OF HIS THOUGHT AND ITS SOURCES, by 
Jose Sanchez Villasenor. (Henry Regnery Company, 
Chicago. 264 pqs., $3.) 

This book fits perfectly into the pattern 
ef the “Humanist Library” to which it is 
the latest addition. Ortega y Gasset, known 
most widely for his “Revolt of the Masses,” 
has written almost encyclopedically, but his 
philosophical works (which have led at 
least one critic to call him a “minor 
Nietzsche”) offer perhaps the finest fare 
for intellectuals. 


Ortega himself has doubted that work 
like his “will find a generous mind that 
will truly exert itself to understand” it. But 
in this critical study of his thought and its 
sources he would seem to have met that 
generous mind. Father Villasenor has 
written “to clarify the abstruse thought of 
the great cultural philosopher” and to re- 
duce, impartially and without prejudice, 
“the legend woven around his name to its 
proper proportions.” He has applied sys- 
tematic synthesis and sure critica] analysis 
to Ortega’s thought. The result is, to be 
sure, no mere afternoon’s dalliance for 
the literary man-in-the-street, but the 

philosophically in- 
clined reader need be 
no seminarian to use 
it handily. When 
Father. Villasenor ob- 
serves that “Ortega’s 
thought lacks sys- 
tematic structure 
and inflexible logic,” 
the reader can follow 
him to that conclu- 
sion, and to others, 
along clearly marked 
paths. 

Father Villasenor 
has long been inter- 
ested in Ortega. Now 
translated very read- 

ably (by Joseph Small, S.J.), as part of the 
growing interest in existentialism in 
America, his book originated as a doctoral 
study and in 1943 won the Justo Sierra 
Prize at the University of Mexico for the 
best dissertation submitted in any depart- 
ment for several years. It is a compact but 
not always coolly dispassionate considera- 
tion of a subject and an intellectual per- 
sonality of intense interest to the probing 
reader. Father Villasenor arrives finally at 
condemnation of Ortega’s “disillusioned liv- 
ing,” his “icy and skeptical pessimism.” 
This reviewer cannot blame him.

DEFINITION OF LOVE, by Catherine Ridgway Mc- 
Carthy. (Houghton Mifflin Co., Boston, 339 pgs., $3.) 
Which comes first, economic ideology and

Even allowing for Norway’s sys- 
tem of representation, which pen- 
alizes cities in favor of small com- 
munities, it is a remarkable out- 
come in‘a coun- 
try with a long 
tradition of radi- 
calism. Pravda 
undoubtedly will 
scream about 
American imper- 
falism and the 
bloody oppres- 
sion of American 
Cossacks. But 
while Marshall 
Plan aid was a ge 
vital factor in nm 
holding the eco- Gerhardsen 
nomic line, this 
was in no sense a bought vote. 
Norwegians are far too independ- 
ent for that. 

The rejection of Communism 
here came as a result of the Com- 
munist coup in Czechoslovakia and 
the gradual realization of what 
it has meant for Norway and 
every other free country. Up until 
the Czechoslovak tragedy the be- 
lief had persisted that the Com- 
munists were just another party. 
Four years ago they received 12 
per cent of the total vote and 
under a fairer electoral system 
should have had not 11 but 17 
seats out of the 150 in Parliament. 


A Familiar Pattern. 


To judge by American standards, 
the election campaign was extraor- 
dinarily quiet. Yet nearly 90 per 
cent of the eligible voters cast bal- 
lots in the first national election 
in four years. 

In many respects, the election 
followed a pattern that is becom- 
ing increasingly familiar through- 
out the Western world. It may be 
taken as a kind of curtain raiser 
for the British elections. 

As in Britain, the Labor party 
here has been coping with hidden 
inflation and the devastating con- 
sequences of ine war. At the 
same time, the Labor Government, 
whose majority of one is now 
substantially increased, has been 
pushing reforms long advocated by 
the party and trade unions that 
are the backbone of the party. 
Among these reforms are three- 
week, paid vacations for all work- 
ers, including domestic servants 
and farm workers. A law pro- 
vides a 48-hour week for farm la- 
borers with overtime for work be- 
yond the 48 hours. Because of the 
acute housing shortage and high 
cost of construction, all real es- 
tate transactions are rigidly con- 


The parties of the political right, 
led by the conservatives, have 
sharply attacked the Labor Gov- 
ernment, charging regulation for 
the sake of regulation and low- 
ered production as a result of their 


reforms. The campaign oratory 
often sounded like the attack of 
our Republicans on the Truman 
Fair Deal in America or like the 
blasts of the Conservatives against 
the Laborites in Britain. 


Major Irony. 


But the conservatives here did 
not seem to offer any positive al- 
ternative. They. have been out of 
power for many years and they 
seemed to doubt their own Ca- 
pacity to govern, particularly in 
the face of divisions on the right 
which would have made an uneasy 
coalition necessary if the voters 
had shifted in that direction. 
Speaking privately, conservatives 
are frank to confess that if they 
had been elected to office, they 
would have had to keep many 
regulations in effect. 

This ‘is a major irony of the 
postwar world, in which political 
choice seems increasingly circum- 
scribed by the economic dilemma. 

Premier Einar Gerhardsen and 
hard-working underpaid members 
of his government were surprised 
by the victory. The observer had 
the feeling that they might even 
have been relieved if the voters 
had turned them out and put the 
heavy responsibility on others. 
Gerhardsen, in a moderate state- 
ment, promised there would be 
no nationalization in the next 
four years, but said that a gov- 
ernment commission would study 
the advisability of nationalizing 
banks and insurance companies, 
with the voters to decide at the 
next election whether that should 
be done. 


Use of Bought Time. 


The dilemma of the voter who 
sees little choice may account for 
the unexpected rise of the Chris- 
tian Peoples party. Its political 
appeal seemed to the professional 
politicians tn be nil. Yet, this 
party of the church people went 
from almost zero to a vote that 
may in the final count give it 
seven or eight seats in the Parlia- 
ment. |

PLAN TO TRAIN STATE 
PSYCHIATRISTS URGED 


Number of Experts in Men- 
tal Hospitals Inadequate, 
Dr. Gildea Says. 


Establishment of a training cen- 
ter for psychiatrists who would 
staff Missouri's mental hospitals 
was urged last night at a meeting 
of the St. Louis Society for Mental 
Hygiene at the St. Louis Universi- 
ty School of Medicine. 

The plan was presented by Dr. 
Edwin F. Gildea, head of the de- 
partment of neuropsychiatry at 
the Washington University School 
of Medicine, and Dr. Robert E. 
Britt, assistant professor of neu- 
rology and psychiatry at the St. 
Louis University school. 

Dr. Gildea said the number of 
trained psychiatrists in the state’s 
mental hospitals was grossly in- 
adequate. No psychiatrists are 
available for such positions, he 
said, chiefly because private prac- 
tice is about three times as re- 
warding as working in the mental 
hospitals of any state. 

The training center, he said, 
would secure the services of men 
under training and for from five 
to eight years after they are grad- 
uated. 

Dr. Britt added that the only 
practical place for such a training 
unit at present was the St. Louis 
State Hospital, 5400 Arsenal street. 
He urged that it be used to pro- 
vide special training for nurses 
and other attendants in mental 
hospitals. 

State Senator David E. Horn 
spoke briefly on legal aspects of 
the problem of bringing such a 
training center into existence. 


SNOW IN MOUNTAIN STATES; 
5-FOOT DRIFTS IN MONTANA 


DENVER, Colo., Oct. 18 (AP)—

Display Occupies Four Gal- 
leries at City Museum; New 
Subjects in Color Pictures. 


By HOWARD DERRICKSON 

Abstract art is a strong influ- 
ence in the 1949 International Ex- 
hibition of Photography of the 
Photographic Society of America, 
which opened today at the City 
Art Museum. The display, includ- 
ing about 350 pictures and occupy- 
ing Galleries B, C, D and T on the 
first floor, is the society’s major 
show of its four-day convention 
which will start tomorrow at Ho- 
tel Jefferson. Two others will be 
held at the hotel. 

“The Exact Instant,” a collection 
of about 200 noted news photo- 
graphs, is the “photo-journalism 
division” of the society’s display. 
The St. Louis visit of the news 
pictures is sponsored by the Post- 
Dispatch. 

The tendency toward imitative 
abstraction comes out in the open 
in “Looking Braquewards,” a still- 
life composition strongly reminis- 
cent of the French painter. “Piano 
Concerto” utilizes camera trickery 
to evolve a rhythmic pattern out 
of grand pano shapes shown in 
chiaroscuro. 

In “Blue Rhapsody,” translucent 


| material has been cut into curved da 
| streamers and conventional sym- 


bols of musical notes. “Curvature” 
is an arrangement of different- 
sized hoops photographed with 
careful attention to development 
of shadow patterns. 


Abstract Nature. 

Elsewhere, photographers have 
let nature go abstract and then 
recorded the evidence. “Sand- 
scape,” with its symmetrically- 
shaped hillocks, and “October Pat- 
tern,” with rays of the sun form- 
ing an apparent trellis, are ex- 
amples. 

The camera fan who composed 
“Escape” seems to have had his 
eye on Salvador Dali and the sur- 
realist school. The print stresses 
dreamy distances and includes an 
eggshell which has been burst, a 
spring and two wheels from a 
watch. 

Among the most unusual prints 
are the economical “photo-carica- 
tures” of H. K. Shigeta of Chicago, 
such as “Comrade Joe” and “F. 
D. R.,” the latter consisting of 
just teeth, spectacles, cigarette 
holder and two simple lines in 
charcoal. It is Shigeta who frankly 
leads the way toward abstraction 
with his unambiguous “Abstract 
Design.” 

One whole room is given over 
to color photography. Here are 
some surprising and fresh sub- 
jects, in addition to the familiar 
ones of sunbursts, fruit and but- 
terflies. A much magnified “Poly- 
phemus Larva,” by H. Lou Gib- 
son, turns out to have brilliant 
orange points of armor in its deep 
green coat. Shigeta’s “Mandarin” 
seems the most blazing in its 
varied hues. 

Technical Photography. 

Another room is filled with ex- 
amples of the uses of photography 
in technical fields, such as nuclear 
research, medicine, physics, astron- 
omy, botany, biology and chem- 
istry. These photographs are ac- 
companied by full explanatory 
texts. 

As a whole, the show is marked 
by the usual attention of the salon 
photographer to virtuosity of tech- 
nique in achieving magically clear 
detail and precise differentiation 
of textures. For this purpose, the 
tried and true subjects are used 
again and again — several nudes, 
numerous examples of earth’s 
“winter blanket,” kittens, dogs, 
babies and close-ups of weathered 
doors and weathered people. 

There is an occasional smile in 
all this careful work. A line of 
clothespins is shown apparently 
doing a buck-and-wing exit while 
the star performer, in abbreviated 
costume, occupies the center of the 
stage. “Pin-Up Chorus” is the 
title. 

The exhibition will close Oct. 31.

LEO SIROTA RECITAL 


OF CHOPIN USI 


Pianist Appears Before Ca- 
pacity Audience at the 
Wednesday Club. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 
Leo Sirota, Russian born pian- 


ist who is now head of the piano 


department at the St. Louis In- 
stitute of Music, gave a recital 
last night in the Wednesday Club 
before a capacity audience. In 
observance of the Chopin anniver- 
sary he devoted his entire pro- 


gram to the works of the Polish 
master and as a particular re- 
minder of the occasion began his 
recital with the Marche Funebre 
from the B-Flat Minor Sonata. 

Mr. Sirota’s treatment of this 
much belabored piece was an earn- 
est of his general approach to a 
body of music that has suffered 
more from devotion than neglect; 
the opening and closing episodes 
were handled with reflective pso- 
lemnity and the trio with an at- 
tenuated delicacy. In the fairly 
representative survey that fol- 
lowed—which ineluded selections 
from almost every category—he 
made an ample, deeply felt revela- 
tion of the music’s poetic nature 
but without resort to swooning 
erfects or unwarranted histrion- 
ics. 

In the C Minor Sonata Mr. Si- 
rota used a wide dynamic range 
and much close shading and 
showed, in the result, that the 
composition was a work of com- 
plex and finely orderefi musica] 
values, with a wealth of subtle 
and significant allusions. The 
Ballade in G. Minor was given 
with an impressive breadth. The 


now famous A-Flat polonaise was | 


very interestingly worked out in 
terms of dynamic contrasts and 
had its moments of retirement, 
when it seemed to invite Phili- 
sophical speculation on the stir- 
ring matters that preceded and 
followed. He managed the left 
hand octave passages with great 
skill and smashing dramatic em- 
phasis. 

One of the most touching per- 
formances of the evening for its 
reticent delicacy was that of the 
Nocturne in C Sharp Minor. Here, 
as elsewhere, the imagination was 
invoked by suggestion when a 
bolder affirmation would have 
turned it into a commonplace ex- 
perience. Even the so-called “Rain- 
drop” prelude lost its triteness 
through being made to sound as if 
it were a little remote. 

‘All in all Mr. Sirota played Cho- 
pin as if he had passed it through 
his mind as well as his sensory 
apparatus. Each piece was well 
organized. Not all of the execu- 
tion was faultless. His fast pas- 
sages often lacked crispness and 
too frequently the line, as well as 
the progression of harmonies, was 
blurred by an extreme use of the 
sustaining pedal. On the other 
hand he employed the soft pedal, 
with adroitness, to extend the 
range of color. 

What was mainly § satisfying 
about the recital were the assured 
and sensitive conceptions behind 
each performance. The audience 
was intent and demonstrative and 
Mr. Sirota played several encores.

LECTURER PRAISES 
RWVER ART DISPLAY 


Says Exhibit at City Museum 
Is ‘Finest Thing of Kind 
Ever Done.’ 


“Mississippi Panorama,” the City 
Art Museum’s current exhibition 
concerned with life on the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri rivers in the 
last century, is 
“the finest thing 
of its kind that 
has ever been 
done,” it was de- 
clared by a visit- 
ing authority in 
the field in an 
interview last 
night at the mu- 
seum after he 
lectured there. 

Clarence John 
Laughlin of New 4 
Orleans, a schol- ¢, J, Laughlin 
ar and writer 
who specializes in the nineteenth 
century culture of the lower Mis- 
sissippi valley, compared the dis- 
play with similar surveys made in 
Chicago and the East of art re- 
flecting the life of a period and 
place. He described the St. Louis 
show as “far and away the most 
conscientious and most nearly 
complete of them all.” 

“Not only are the formal works 
of art, like paintings and prints, 
extraordinarily well selected,” he 
said, “but the whole period comes 
alive because of the skillful use of 
such objects as steamboat models, 
the moving panorama and even 
the china and other appurtenances 
of steamboats. 

“It’s fascinating for anyone in- 
terested in the history of the val- 
ley, and because of it many more 
persons are likely to develop an 
interest in that history.” 

Laughlin’s lecture. on the plan- 
tation architecture of Louisiana in 
the last century, was supplemen- 
tary to the river art exhibition. 
His slides, made from illustrations 
in his new book, “Ghosts Along 
the Mississippi,” traced the evolu- 
tion of southern mansions of the 
last century, with reference to co- 
lonial, Greek, French, Italian, Vic- 
torian and “steamboat Gothic” in- 
fluences. 

Plantation homes, he stressed, 
had the clean lines and extreme 
functionalism of much modern ar- 
chitecture. His slides showed many 
restorations, and he urged his au- 
dience to work through the Con- 
gress of the United States for ex- 
tension of the activity of the Na- 
tional Park Service in this sphere. 
Laughlin is a photographer who 
is represented by hundreds of 
prints of southern architecture in 
the collections of Fogg Art Mu- 
seum of Harvard University and 
of the Museum of Modern Art, 
New York.

Seven of the 43 proposed sub- 
sections dealing with general 
powers of the city under the 
planned new City Charter were 
tentatively adopted by the St. 
Louis Board 8f Freeholders’s spe- 
cial committee at a meeting at 
the Municipal Courts Building last 
night. 

The subsections given tentative 
approval generally are contained 
in the present Charter and author- 
ize the city to spell out the sub- 
jects and objects of taxation; to 
assess, levy and collect taxes for 
all purposes; to make and collect 
special assessments; to incur 
debts by borrowing money, and to 
expend money. 

In addition, the subsections 
authorize the making of contracts 
with and by the city and the issu- 
ance and sale of various types 
of notes or bonds on the city’s 
—_ property or income from 

city-controlled property. The pro- 
posal containing these and other 
Proposed powers was introduced 
by Claude O. Pearcy, Freeholder 
and committee member. 

Tax Proposal. 

The committee also considered 
Pearcy’s proposal for enabling the 
city to assess, levy and collect 
an earnings tax on salaries of 
residents and others earning 
wages within the city, but held 
the matter over for further study. 
This proposal also would author- 
ize the Board of Aldermen to 
levy an earni tax on the net 
profits of businesses conducted in 
= city. 

ormer City Counselor George 
L.. Stemmler pointed out that the 
city’s original earnings tax was 
declared void by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court on the ground that 
power to enact such an ordinance 
was not contained in the present 
Charter. An enabling ace later 
was passed by the State Legisla- 
ture and an ordinance placing the 
tax in effect was passed. A bill 
to extend the June 30 time limit 
on the city’s power to levy the 
one half of 1 per cent tax is 
pouting in the present Legisla- 
ure,

ELECTORAL COLLEGE 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
The Senate yesterday approved a 
proposal to set up a 10-member 


Senate-House committee to look 
into the question of abolishing the 
electoral college system of picking 
presidents. The plan was ap- 
proved without dissent. 

The committee also would study 
the possibility of naming some in- 
dividuals to take the presidential 
powers if all the officers now eli- 
gible to succeed him should die. 

Senator Myers (Dem.), Pennsyl- 
vania, told a reporter this was 
aimed at setting up machinery to 
keep the Government functioning 
if an atomic attack should wipe 
out all of Washington’s high of- 
ficials. 

The Senate Rules Committee 
had said some action ought to be 
taken “so that this nation will 
not be faced with a calamitous 
situation imperiling the succession 
of the presidency without a legal- 
ly established solution on which to 
rely.” 

Myers said he thinks that if the 
House agrees to the inquiry, the 
joint committee also should look 
into the question of financing 
political campaigns from the na- 
tional] Treasury. 

Senator Lodge (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, told the Senate the in- 
quiry resolution should not affect 
congressional action on his pro- 
posed constitutional amendment to 
split the electoral vote of each 
state among candidates agcord- 
ing to their percentage of thé pop- 
ular vote.

Modern . psychology holds the 
view that the less artificial the en- 
vironment in which a child devel- 
ops, the more fitted he will be. to 
assume the responsibilities of adult 
life when he reaches maturity. 
Since life makes no “allowances” 
for us, it seems wiser to let the 
child learn fhat money represents 
effort and work, perspiration and 
struggle. “Easy come, easy go,” is 
a truism of the past which has excellent justification in psychol- 
ogy. “Allowance” money comes easy. All a child has to do to 
get it, is bear the surname of his parents and wait a week. 
Since this involves little creative effort, the “allowance” plan 
is usually inferior to the “work” plan.

IT IS WISE FOR children to have money so that they 
may learn how to handle it wisely. By doing their own pur- 
chasing, they acquire numerous practical lessons. But if they 
fail to get a bargain, it doesn’t disturb them as much when 
they are spending “gift” money, as when they have labored 
for their nickels and dimes. In having your child earn his 
money, however, I certainly do not mean to imply that he 
should be taught the “gimme” complex, so that he refuses to 
lift his hand around the house unless it is crossed with a coin. 
Normal daily chores should still fall in the realm of his usual 
duties, not to be paid for. But special jobs which may occur 
but once per week, can be isolated for financial payments.

HILDREN are often lonely. 
(Cmey go to school, but while 
they are among other children 
they have not too much contact 
with them because each is busy 
at his lessons. There may be a 
brief recess and a game, a walk 
to and back from school, and 
then comes a span of time when 
there is little association with 
other children or with anyone else. 
If children can have an hour 
of play outdoors in the after- 
noon, it helps a great deal.

N over-emphasis on temporal 
A security is a compensation for 

a loss of the sense of eter- 
nal security. When the soul be- 
comes poor through the loss of its 
wealth, which is virtue, its owner 
seeks luxury and riches to atone 
for his inner nakedness. The 
richer the soul, the less store it 
sets on the material. It is not 
poverty that makes men quarrel- 
some and unhappy, as the Com- 
munists claim; it is an over- 
fondness for the things that money 
buys. Poor monks are usually 
friendlier and far happier than 
millionaires. And it is also an 
error to say that, if economic con- 
ditions were good, there would be 
no proponents of Communism. 
Those who make this statement 
forget that: (1) Poor economic 
conditions are only an occasion 
for embracing Communism, not a 
cause; in some instances, eco- 
nomic trials are, instead, an oc- 
casion for renewed spiritual liv- 
ing. (2) Economic’ conditions 
were excellent in the garden of 
Eden, but the first “Red” got in 
and made a shambles of it. (3) 
What makes an unstable society is 
not the fact that people do not 
have enough money but that they 
always want more. 

From this clutching at goods re- 
sults a fear of death, a dread that 
we may lose whatever we have 
accumulated, that our temporal 
security will vanish into eternal 
insecurity. This fear of death, 
suffered by the modern pagan, 
differs from the fear of death of 
the Yaithful in several ways. The 
pagan fears the loss of his body 
and his-wealth; the faithful fears 
the loss of his soul. The believer 
fears God with a filial fear such 
as a devoted son has toward a 
loving father; the pagan fears, not 
God, but his fellow man, who 
seems to threaten him. Hence the 
increase in cynicism, suspicion, ir- 
reverence, strife, and war; the 
neighbor must be killed, by word 
if not by sword, because he is an 
enemy to be dreaded. The mod- 
ern pagan, in refusing to continue 
life by the procreation of birth, 
becomes the sower of death. De-

nying the immortality of his own 
soul, he refuses immortality to the 
race by stifling his reproductive 
function, and thus he doubly 
courts the fear of death. 

Freud has said that Love and 
Death are related—which indeed 
they are, but not in the way 
Freud imagined. Love, understood 
as sex alone, does bring death 
when it sacrifices the race for 
the pleasure of the person. Love, 
understood not as glandular but 
as intellectual and volitional, = 
involves death, for it seeks to die 
that the beloved may live; this 
love, however, conquers death, 
through a resurrection. But to 
at unbeliever death, instead of 


being an empirical fact, has be-» 


come a metaphysical anxiety. As 
Franz Werfel profoundly re- 
marked on the subject: “The scep- 
tic believes in nothing more than 
death; the believer believes in 
nothing less. Since the world to 


‘him is a creation of spirit and 


love, he cannot be threatened by 
eternal destruction in his essential 
being as a creature of the world. 

The world fears the very things 
our Lord told us not to fear. He 
said we were not to fear dying, 
nor to fear being “called on the 
carpet” for our faith, nor to fear 
economic insecurity, nor to fear 
the future. 

But our Lord told us what we 
were to fear—the consequences of 
judgment if we did not live right, 
blaspheming against the Holy 
Spirit, miserliness, and the denial 
of our faith. 

The modern man has completely 
reversed this order of things to 
be feared. He takes lightly those 
things which the Savior warned 
us to fear; but he trembles at 
those things which the Savior 
bade us not to fear. Sometimes his 
unhealthy fear is hidden under 2 
cover of silence: this is particular- 
ly true of the fact of death. The 
modern man seeks to forget about 
death altogether or—if he cannot 
do that—to conceal it, to render 
it unobtrusive, to disguise it. He 
feels awkward in the presence of 
death, does not know how to con- 
sole or what to say. Everything 
in his attitude contradicts the 
Christian injunction, “Remember 
thy last end.” For he regards all 
discussion of death as morbid; yet 
he will laugh at a comedy in 
which a dozen people are killed 
and will stay awake half the night 
reading a detective story about a 
murder. This, too, is death, and it 
enthralis him; but he concentrates 
upon the circumstances by which 
death comes, rather than upon the 
eternal issues of death, which 
alone are all-important. This mod- 
ern insensitiveness to death is an 
insensitiveness to personality, to 
the moral order, and to destiny. 

Those who try to ignore death 
sometimes say that it is a fear of 
dying that makes men religious. 
Certainly this fear has something 
to do with faith. It is one of the 
factors of religion because it brings 
man face to face with the mystery 
at the heart of life—Why? Whith- 
er?
